‘Most of the leafy tobacco 
mported from Cuba is safd to be of 0 good.a 
uality as to be suitable for wrappers: Now,’ 
the wrapper, or outside’ leaf of the cigar, fs, as 
every cigar merchant knows, and as every cigar 
smoker ought to know, the most important part 
ofthe thing. A‘ lower quality of tabacco will: 
serve for the Inside. If the leaf énfolding it is.

fragrance, in spite of the comparative inferiority 
of its inner parts, ‘The duties on imported 
tobacco in. 1889 were $11,194.485. . They are 
now so raised asto bring in acalculated total of 
$20,948,556.

glaring iniqsitv. And-at the best it is only 
possinle to find a remedy for part of the evil, for 
in cases where no conviction ensurs,the poor 
defendant has suffered probably as long'a term 
of imprisonment before it is discovered that he 
shou'd never hive been imprisoned at all, a3 if 
actually found guilty, while the rich one has 
merely endured the passing inconvenience of 
having to hunt up an affluent: friend to sign a 
document on his behalf; but in: a world where 
justice has always been bought and sold, and 
will continue to he.bought and sold till the day 
of doom, absolute equity is tao hopeless to be 
worth dreaming‘about. The wealthy offender 
who is out on bail is generally able, unless he

evidence to prove his innocence even when he is 
undoubtedly guilty ; the. poor defendant whom 
nobady will go bail for has to lie helpless in 
prison while the police hunt up a profusion of, 
fluent testimony to prove his guilt even when he 
is certainly innocent. It has always been 80, 
and will continue to be soto the end, and it 
would be.an outrage on the British constitution. 
if it were otherwise. But the smal} reform we 
bave suggested can be carried {ato effect without 
violating ‘ that fundamental principle. which 
declares that it doesn't matter whether a person 
who hasno money and influence is in gaol or 
out of it, and so long as this treasured axiom is.
